Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year,  1964. 

In  comparing  the  tables  of  vital  statistics  with 
those  for  the  previous  year  I find  that  while  the  number  dying  from 
malignant  diseases  shows  a slight  decrease,  the  number  dying  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  has  increased  from  four  to  ten.  In  fact,  half 
the  male  deaths  from  malignant  disease  were  due  to  this  aas  disease  and 
the  majority  were  comparitively  young.  The  fact  that  cigarette 
smoking  is  a cause  of  this  disease  is  widely  known,  but  does  not 
appear  to  produce  any  reduction  in  the  number  of  smokers. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  that  work  has  not  yet  started 
on  the  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Holme-on-Spalding  Moor.  Considerable 
progress  has,  however,  been  made  with  the  planning  stage  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  next  year  I will  be  able  to  report  that  work  on  the 
scheme  has  started. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  his  help  throughout  the  year  and  for  his  part 
in  preparing  this  report.

I have  pleasure  in  (submitting,  for  your  consideration,  a brief 
report  concerning  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  your  District  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1964. 

HOUSING  - General. 

Council  Houses. 

The  number  of  council  owned  dwellings  completed  during  the  year 
is  as  follows 

Gilberdyke  - 12  no.  bungalows. 

11  no.  houses. 

4 no.  two  bedroomed  flats. 

4 no.  one  bedroomed  flats. 

The  number  of  Council  owned  dwellings  under  construction  is  as 
follows

Communal  Room 

Newport  - 12  no.  bungalows. 

At  Gilberdyke  a terrace  of  four  no.  3 bedroomed  houses  was 
purchased  and  a scheme  is  in  preparation  for  the  improvement  of  these 
dwellings. 

At  31st  December,  1964,  the  total  of  post-war  Council  dwellings 
in  the  District  was  5S1.  Thus  there  is  a total  of  776  Council  owned 
dwellings  in  the  District. 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of 
maintenance,  and  orders  for  repairs  were  given  in  1553  instances. 

Eight  bungalows  were  painted  externally,  and  the  site  was 
visited  daily  throughout  the  period  of  painting. 

Private  Enterprise. 

During  the  year,  68  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  a further  37  dwellings  were  in  the  course  of 
erection. 
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Slum  Clearance 


During  the  year  11  houses  were  closed  by  formal  and  informal 
action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  as  a result  of  these,  and 
previous  orders,  10  properties  were  demolished. 

In  the  same  period,  113  dwellings  were  made  fit  as  a result 
of  informal  action  or  on  property  owners  initiative,  usually  with  the 
aid  of  a grant  scheme. 

Building  Byelaws,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 

Applications  for  new  buildings,  alteration  and  other  building 
works  were  made  in  175  cases  during  the  year  and  given  Byelaw  approval. 
Routine  advisory  visits,  usually  on  site  were  made;  and  inspection  of 
building  in  course  of  construction  continued. 

Under  delegated  powers  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts,  175 
applications  for  planning  permission  were  received.  Of  these  149 
were  approved  and  26  refused.  Those  refused  included  17  applications 
in  respect  of  housing  development,  1 caravan  site,  2 commercial  buildings, 

3 petrol  filling  stations,  and  3 regarding  the  display  of  advertisements. 

Improvement  Grants. 

Twenty  two  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  received 
and  approved  during  the  year.  In  every  instance,  inspections  were 
carried  out  and  written  advice  given  regarding  the  eligibility  for 
grant  and  works  on  which  grant  would  be  paid. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  approved  during  the  year  was  £9241.7.8. 
Since  the  commencement  of  this  scheme  in  1950,  the  Council  have 
authorised  grants  totalling  £63,505.  17.  8,  of  which  amount  £50,332.  10.  0. 
had  been  paid  up  to  the  31st  December,  1964.  The  number  of  houses  improved 
in  this  way  to  31st  December,  1964,  was  192. 

Standard  Grants. 


During  the  year  63  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were 
received  and  62  approved.  These  related  to  the  provision  of  standard 
amenities  at  a total  maximum  of  £7,852  for  the  provision  of  60  W.C.’s, 
44  baths,  44  wash-basins,  44  hot-water  systems  and  18  food  stores. 

£6,614.  17.  9.  was  paid  during  the  year  for  the  provision  of 
65  W.C.’s,  43  baiha,  48  washbasins  , 46  hot  water  systems  and  25  food 
stores  at  65  properties.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  main  sewerage  schemes  for  Bubwith  and  Foggathorpe  were 
completed  during  1964.  In  Autumn  the  joint  sewerage  scheme  for  Rastrington 
Kilpin  and  Laxton  was  commenced. 


The  sewerage  scheme  for  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  was  still  in 
the  course  of  preparation  by  the  Engineers. 

In  three  parishes,  Howden,  North  Cave  and  Hotham,  which  have 
main  sewers,  house  connections  and  closet  conversions  continued.

Drainage  - General 

The  Council  continued  to  cleanse  the  dykes  at  Laxton,  Asselby, 
Holme  on  Spalding  Moor,  Eastrington,  Newport  and  Ellerton. 

In  Howden,  the  ’Old  Derwent*  and  Carters  drain  were  officially 
handed  over  to  the  Lower  Ouse  Internal  Drainage  Board.  Consequently 
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the  repairs  and  maintenance  of  these  dykes  is  the  Drainage  Boards 
responsibility. 

All  new  drainage  systems  are  inspected  and  tested. 

Sewerage  Systems. 

There  are  five  Council  Estate  sewage  disposal  plants.  There  are 
three  pumping  stations  at  Gilberdyke,  three  at  Newport,  two  at  Bubwith, 
one  at  Foggathorpe,  one  at  North  Cave  and  four  at  Howden. 

There  is  a sewage  disposal  plant  at  Bubwith,  one  at  Foggathorpe  and 
also  a partial  treatment  works  at  Howdendyke. 

A direct  labour  system  of  maintenance  is  carried  out  and  based 
at  Howden.  Tools  and  plant  are  taken  out  as  required  from  the  cental 
depot .

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  the  refuse  was  not 
collected  weekly  in  every  instance.  The  main  contributing  factors  being, 
centralised  tipping  at  Eastrington,  involving  longer  hauls,  staffing 
difficulties;  increase  in  the  number  of  dwellings  erected  over  the 
past  few  years,  and  the  usual  adverse  weather  conditions  encountered 
in  winter. 


It  is  hoped  that  the  new  50  cub.  yd.  compressor  type 
vehicle  will  bring  the  collection  service  back  to  its  normal  weekly 
system  at  least  for  the  next  few  years. 

In  the  parishes  of  Ellerton,  Blacktoft,  Foggathorpe  and 
Spaldington,  a mixed  collection  is  carried  out  once  a fortnight. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

During  the  year  100%  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained. 
Only  one  butcher  slaughters  on  a Sunday  and  this  involves  either 
inspection  on  that  day  or  before  7.30  a.m.  on  the  Monday. 

Since  the  Council  decided  to  charge  tfor  this  meat 
inspection  service,  the  amount  of  revenue  realised  this  last  12  months 
was  £251.  1.9. 

Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  10  slaughterhouses, 
one  Knacker's  Yard  and  27  slaughtermen.
